(From Rotan Advance) 
The barriers were taken down and 
the Rotan-Hamlin highway op ened to 
traffic at 6:00 o’clock last Saturday 
afternoon. The west eight miles of 
the road is now comp lete and work 
is going on finishing the five 
miles 
out of Hamlin that was not comp let­ 
ed last y ear when materials became 
needed for war p urp oses. 
The five mile gap was oiled Satur­ 
day and Sunday and the road will be 
finished within a day or two, if it is 
not already finished at this time. 
This ap p ears to be as good a p iece 
of road work as there is in the state. 
There is an absolutely firm roadbed 
made solid by constant wetting and 
p acking all through the construction 
p eriod. There are two good coats of 
asp halt and gravel, and the seal coat 
is a fine washed sand that will work 
down to the smoothest road. 
Comp letion of this road will make 
the distance shorter by several miles 
from east to west and is 
a 
much 
smoother road than the Jones coun­ 
ty p avement that has been traveled 
by most traffic 
on 
the 
east-west 
route. 
This, incidentally , was 
the 
first 
east-west highway p rop osed in this 
p art of the state. Its route was orig­ 
inally to ex tend from Waco to Ros­ 
well, New Mex ico. There

That’s the ang le 
that most small papers will object 
to. If the g ov ernment1 pay s 
rail­ 
roads and bu s lines for transporta­ 
tion for the personnel 
and 
other 
thing s hau led, then it wou ld seem 
fair to pay the newspapers for es­ 
sential pu blicity . After 
all, 
ev ery 
important step taken by the g ov ern­ 
ment mu st hav e the people in on 
the deal and to do the job, it seems 
fair that whoev er renders 
serv ice, 
that they be paid for it. 
Bu t for the Cong ress to make an 
appropriation of thirty or forty mil- 
lims of dollars for adv ertising and 
then let most of it g o to the 
big 
city dailies and bu t little or nothing 
to the small 
town 
papers, 
there 
ou g ht to be a howl. We notice that 
the army and nav y g ets their best 
men ou t of the small towns, and it 
wou ld be a weak g ov ernment that 
did not depend u p n the ru ral town 
districts that they call u pon so mu ch.

Training o f no n-farm high scho o l 
stu dents fo r wartime farm wo rk has 
two o bjectiv es, acco rding to the plan 
anno u nced by the U. S. department 
o f agricu ltu re. 
One is to familiarize these y o u ng 
peo ple with ru ral and farm life, 
and the o ther to pro v ide training 
in specific farm skills. 
Classes in farm wo rk are being 
giv en 
in 
scho o ls thro u gho u t 
the 
co u ntry this spring, so that the 
farm ers’ v alu able time will no t hav e 
to be u sed to teach y o u ng wo rkers 
their jo b when they are su ppo sed 
to be helping him. 
He will be re­ 
spo nsible o nly fo r o n-the-farm train­ 
ing where indiv idu al req u irements 
demand it, o r special pro cesses are 
Inv o lv ed. 
Amo ng the jo bs being ta ug ht 
a re clea ning da iry ba rns, brush­ 
ing co ws, whitewa shing building
